Race storm councillor resigns from cabinet post 



Myfanwy Alexander - resigned 


A POWYS councillor who used a 
racist term in a meeting has re¬ 
signed from her position as deputy 
leader of the cabinet. 

Powys County Council’s My¬ 
fanwy Alexander said on Tuesday 
she had decided to step down from 
the cabinet a week after using the 
N-word during a meeting. 

Councillor Alexander made the 
offensive remarks in a cabinet 
meeting on Tuesday last week 
during a heated debate on health 
service provisions for people living 


in Powys and their experiences 
across the border. 

At the time she was severely 
reprimanded by the council and 
apologised saying she had made 
an “error in judgement.” 

But now Councillor Alexander 
has resigned from her position as 
cabinet member for education and 
deputy leader. 

In her resignation letter she 
said: “This matter appears to be 
feeding the toxic nature of divi¬ 
sion within the county council, it 


has been made clear to me that I 
cannot remain on the cabinet. 

“I am not a racist and I believe 
that by resigning, I am accepting 
a slur on my character which is 
entirely untrue. 

“My resignation has not been 
tendered without pressure and I 
would have expected to encounter 
more loyalty. 

“It is, alas, a situation which has 
to be resolved and you are of the 
opinion that I should resign.”

Thomas added: “I can confirm 
that Councillor Alexander has 
tendered her resignation from the 
cabinet with immediate effect and 
I have accepted that resignation.” 

However, she will remain a 
county councillor, representing 
the Banwy ward at Llanfair Caer- 
einion. 

Mrs Alexander was reported 
as saying: “We are treated like 
n*****s over the border. Our lan¬ 
guage and culture is trampled on 
and it’s a very sensitive issue.” 


HOUSING AND 
JOBS FOR TOWN 


NEW housing and new jobs are on 
the way to Oswestry after the Wrekin 
Housing Trust was awarded £20 mil¬ 
lion of Government funding. 

The trust has been awarded more than £20 


million to go towards 
730 homes throughout 
over the next three 
years. 

Many of those homes will 
be in the Oswestry area, 
where Wrekin Housing 
Trust is opening a new office 
in Salop Road.

Paterson 
vows to 
continue 
the fight 

OWEN Paterson has 
pledged to carry on fighting 
for the county’s farmers de¬ 
spite losing his position as 
the head of Defra, the Gov¬ 
ernment’s environment, 
food and rural affairs de¬ 
partment. 

The Ml^ who lost his seat 
in the Cabinet, said the is¬ 
sues surrounding the con¬ 
trol of bovine TB were still 
high in farmers’ minds and 
he has strong views on how 
best to control the spread of 
the disease. 

Speaking at Oswestry’s 
annual agricultural show 
on Saturday, Mr Paterson 
said bovine TB was a sub¬ 
ject which was still high on 
the agenda with farmers he 
spoke to throughout his con¬ 
stituency. 

“The main thing for cat¬ 
tle farmers would be where 
we’re going with TB,” he 
said. 

“I’ve a very clear policy 
on it that you have to bear 
down on the disease not only 
in the cattle but in wildlife. 
If you do it just in cattle, 
you kill hundreds if not 
thousands of cattle and still 
don’t control the disease. 

“It is a national scandal 
that the future of our cattle 
industry is under threat as 
a result of the failure to con¬ 
trol bovine TB. 

“The first pilot cull of 
badgers gave hope to our 
farmers and demonstrated 
that we are prepared to bear 
down on the disease in wild¬ 
life as well as cattle.”

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Discharge for man who 
used Knife for protection 


Historical 
church in 
appeal for 
cash help

A MAN who picked up his diving knife to pro¬ 
tect himself and his car after being attacked 
in a pub car park has been given a condition¬ 
al discharge. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court heard on Friday that 
Earl Greenwood had called 999 after being attacked 

outside a pub in Kinnerley, near Oswestry. 

------- When police responded 

to his call, which was made 
at 1.30am on April 27, 
they found Greenwood, of 
Nantmawr, near Oswestry 
walking along the road with 
injuries to his face. 

Mr Robert Edwards, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “He was ini¬ 
tially obstructive, refusing 
to give his name, address or 
how he got their injuries. He 
was carrying a five inch long 
combat type knife. 

“The defendant admitted 
the knife was his. He said 
it was a diving knife and he 
was a diver.” 

Mr Edwards said Green¬ 
wood, 44, told the officers 
he had been attacked in the 
village hall car park next to 
the pub after he had bought 
a drink for a woman in the 
pub. 

“He said he had been 
home to get the knife and 
then gone back to check on 
his car,” Mr Edwards said. 

“He conceded it was the 
wrong thing for him to have 
done, but he had only picked 
up the knife for his own pro¬ 
tection. He said he wouldn’t 
have done anything had he 
been approached.” 

Greenwood admitted 
carrying a bladed object in 
a public place at an earlier 
hearing. 

Judge Peter Barrie gave 
Greenwood a 12 month 
conditional discharge and 
ordered him to pay £100 
costs and a £15 surcharge. 
The judge also ordered the 
forfeiture and destruction 
of the knife.

PEOPLE at Chirk have been given 
a look at the £2million project to im¬ 
prove their railway station. 

Network Rail visited Chirk to show 
off plans to make the town’s station 
more accessible for the disabled and 
those with pushchairs and large lug¬ 
gage. 

A drop-in session was held at Chirk 
Parish Hall on Monday and dozens of 
residents attended to see the plans, 
which will include a new ramped foot¬ 
bridge. 

Currently, Platform Two is already 
accessible via a ramp, however, Plat¬ 


form One can only be reached by a 
stepped footbridge. The improvements 
will fully open the station to all users. 

Lois Jenkins, Network Rail spokes¬ 
woman, said: “A few dozen people 
attended who wanted to see the 
long-overdue improvements and how 
we will go about doing it. 

“It will be quite a fast process. We 
hope to have it completed in early 2015 
and the response from the public from 
those who attended was very good. 

“The project will also provide disa¬ 
bled car park spaces and improved sta¬ 
tion signage. 


“We hope the work will allow those 
with disabilities, those with pushchairs 
and even those with luggage access the 
station easier.” 

Christine Ashford, from the Friends 
of Chirk Station, said Chirk was one 
of the smallest unstaffed stations in 
Wales granted the funding for disa¬ 
bled-friendly improvements. 

She said: “We are sure there are 
more people who would be interested 
in seeing a project that has been well 
supported by volunteers, thanks to 
help from Arriva Trains Wales person¬ 
nel and theFriends of Chirk Station.”

Trains to steam through 
town after 49 years gap

TRAINS will be steaming from Oswestry sta¬ 
tion next week for the first time since the 
branch line closed in 1965. 

Members of the Cambrian Heritage Railway will 
be running a steam locomotive on two weekends 
this year, the first being on August 16 and 17. 

The Beyer-Peacock locomotive no. 1827, built in 1879, 

-is being borrowed from the 

Foxfield Railway in Stoke- 
on-Trent. It will be at the 
station to do short trips on 
both the Saturday and Sun¬ 
day from 11am till 3pm. 

Services will run every 
half an hour, and organis¬ 
ers hope to attract as many 
people as possible to com¬ 
memorate the first passen¬ 
ger journeys at Oswestry 
station in 49 years. 

The first two trains will 
be bookings only, as it is the 
first journey since 1965. 

The loco is an 0-4-0 sad¬ 
dle tank built 1879 by Beyer 
Peacock of Manchester 
and originally had a crane 
mounted on the extended 
frames at the rear. The date 
at which the crane was re¬ 
moved is not known, but 
it was used as shunter for 
Beyer Peacock’s Gorton 
works where it had been 
built. Number 1827 was re¬ 
tired from shunting at Gor¬ 
ton and preserved in 1966. 

A second steam weekend 
will take place on Septem¬ 
ber 13 and 14 to coincide 
with Oswestry’s annual her¬ 
itage weekend. 

Members are also working 
to restore the railway’s own 
steam loco, Oliver. 

The mayor of Oswestry, 
Councillor John Gareth 
Jones, visited the railway 
and its recently refurbished 
museum this week and said 
he was looking forward to 
seeing more trains running. 

He said: “The progress 
that continues must be com¬ 
mended.”

The camper van was destroyed and 
the fire spread to the house, damaging 
the roof. 

But the owners, who had been pre¬ 
paring to take it on their summer hol¬ 
iday, managed to get out safely. 

Passer by Brandon Reeves called 
999 at 4.50am after seeing smoke in 
the camper van. 

He had been on his way to work at 
The Meat Man butchers in Oswestry 


with colleague Tom Brown. The pair 
banged on windows to alert the own¬ 
ers, who had been asleep in the house, 
and made sure they got out safely. 

Mr Reeves’ mother Sharon said she 
was proud of him for helping to save 
the couple, who are retired. 

“He was so brave. He said the tyres 
were blowing on the camper van and 
he dived over the fence. 

“He said he felt so sorry for the 
couple as they were in shock and he 
could not do anymore to help them. In 
my eyes he did all he could and saved 
them really. “

Drug dealer 
jailed after 
cocaine raid 

A DRUG dealer has been jailed for 16 
months after cocaine was found in his car 
and home. 

David Richards, 28, admitted possession 
of cocaine with intent to supply. 

Robert Edwards, prosecuting, said 
Richards was arrested on August 17 last 
year after being involved in a car crash in 
Oswestry town centre. 

“While he stopped at the scene he had 
then driven off and was traced to a local 
pub where he was arrested,” Mr Edwards 
said. 

“His car was found by police and searched 
and two rolls of paper containing cocaine 
were found in the glove box. 

“Police obtained a warrant to search his 
home in York Street, Oswestry, and 29.8g 
of cocaine was found in the rear bedroom 
as well as a small pair of scales which con¬ 
tained traces of cocaine and cannabis. 

“He said he had bought it for £300 and it 
was for his own personal use.” 

Richards, who is currently serving a 12 
month prison sentence for assault occasion¬ 
ing actual bodily harm, was jailed for 16 
months by Judge Peter Barrie at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court yesterday (FRI). 

Adrian Roberts, for Richards, told the 
court Richards had been selling the drugs 
to a small group of his friends to repay a 
debt to his drug dealer.

25 boats set 
for Maesbury 
canal festival 

WITH a month left before the Maesbury 
Canal Festival, more than 25 boats and 
more than 40 stalls and entertainers have 
signed up to be at the event. 

The theme of the Festival on September 
6 and 7 is ‘Go the Extra Mile’ to celebrate 
the completion of the next section of canal, 
restored by volunteers of Shropshire Union 
Canal Society and opened in July. 

Local scouts will be organising the park¬ 
ing for the festival to raise funds to send a 
representative to next year’s World Scout 
Jamboree in Japan. 

Judith Richards, chairwoman of the or¬ 
ganising committee, said: “The Maesbury 
Canal Festival is one of the most colour¬ 
ful events on the Montgomery Canal.

“Research for this exhibition has re¬ 
vealed much we did not know about the key 
role that railways, including the Cambrian, 
played in the Great War,” he said. 

“Cambrian Heritage Railways has pre¬ 
pared the open access exhibition to show 
the commitment and value of railway staff 
during the First World War. It underlines 
the sacrifices that many in the work force 
were to make, and the long-term effects on 
their families and the wider community. 

“There will be opportunities for those 
with a family connection to those men of 
the Cambrian who served to leave their 
comments and contact details.” 

The exhibition includes a sequence of 
interpretation panels covering the dec¬ 
laration of war and its general effects on 
everyday life, Cambrian Railways during 
the war, the developing role of women, 
death and injury - the losses suffered by 
Oswestrians, poet soldier Wilfred Owen’s 
connections to the town and the Cambrian 
Railway, and the Cambrian Railways War 
Memorial which is sited in Cae Glas Park 
in the centre of Oswestry. 

Alongside this, a memory table will help 
to explore a range of general war-related 
subjects including advertising and propa¬ 
ganda, food and rationing, illness and in¬ 
jury, popular music, contact with those at 
the Front and humour in wartime. 

The station will be decorated with period 
advertising posters and popular wartime 
music will be played. A replica wartime 
news kiosk will display facsimile newspa¬ 
pers, magazines, postcards, and posters.

I was delighted to visit the 
Oswestry Show again last week¬ 
end.

The show is a superb day out 
and one I try never to miss. It is 
great to walk around, to see the 
show in such good health and so 
well supported by thousands of 
local people. 

The horrendous downpours 
did not seem to dampen the 
spirits of the visitors who were 
enjoying the wide range of 
stands and exhibits. 

I believe that the Oswest¬ 
ry Show is one of the best one 
day shows in the country. With¬ 
out the hard work of countless 
volunteers, the Oswestry Show 
would not enjoy its current suc¬ 
cess. 

These workers are the life¬ 
blood of the Show and not a year 
goes by without someone men¬ 
tioning to me how impressed 
they are by the work that goes 
into to ensuring a smooth run¬ 
ning event. 

Across the country huge num¬ 
bers of people give up their time 
to work on community projects 
and for charities in order to give 
something back. They are not 
asking for financial rewards; they 
want to make a difference. 

A few weeks ago I was hon¬ 
oured to open a new stretch of 
the Montgomery Canal. It took 
six years and 45,000 bricks, 
painstakingly placed by hand;

Much of this work was com¬ 
pleted by volunteers; the canal 
will now be enjoyed by many 
generations to come.

There was great news for 
Oswestry this week with more 
homes and more jobs on the ho¬ 
rizon. 

With £20million of funding in 
the bank the Wrekin Housing 
Trust has pledged to build more 
house in the town. The proper¬ 
ties will be modern, sustaina¬ 
ble homes for rent and shared 
ownership in areas with high 
demand. 

And building projects bring 
more jobs which is another wel¬ 
come boost for the town’s econ¬ 
omy. 

There will be no shortage of 
tradesmen in the Oswestry area 
ready to get to work on these 
new projects and that can only 
mean more money in the local 
economy. 

The Housing Trust has even 
opened office in the town this 
week. 

Some building is already well 
underway in Middleton Road, 
Oswestry, and some of the new 
tenants have already been allo¬ 
cated their homes and will move 
in next moth. 

There will be new houses 
for the rest of Shropshire too, 
backed by the Homes and Com¬ 
munities Agency it is predicted 
the work will generate more than 
£235 million for the local econ¬ 
omy, while the trust says it will 
bring around 1,700 new jobs and 
100 apprenticeships in the con¬ 
struction industry. 

This really is a boost for not 
just Oswestry but the whole of 
Shropshire. Youngsters are still 
struggling to get onto the hous¬ 
ing ladder. 

Additional affordable and 
shared ownership properties will 
be welcomed by many. 


How lucky we are to live in the 
area we do on the Powys Shrop¬ 
shire borders where so many 
people work so hard in our com¬ 
munity. 

I was reminded of this when 
I realised just how much is 
happening at the moment with 
events such as Oswestry, Lla- 
nfyllin, Guilsfield and Llanfyllin 
Shows together with this week¬ 
end’s Osfest concert.

Beeline Britain team's 


joy at challenge success 


From land's End to John 
0'Groats they had to push 
themselves to the limit. 
SUE AUSTIH reports 

IT was a challenge like no oth¬ 
er - to travel from Land’s End 
to John O’Groats, not by road 
as thousands have done be¬ 
fore them, but in a complete 
straight line. 

But that is what a serving RAF 
airman, a Team GB Paralympian, 
a professional kayak coach and the 
first Welsh woman to summit Mount 
Everest spent 28 gruelling days do¬ 
ing earlier this summer. 

The four adventurers - helped by their 
small but much needed support crew - 
pushed themselves to the limits of both 
physical and mental endurance. 

They cycled through downpours, 
walked across mountain ranges and com¬ 
pleted two non-stop kayak voyages, one 
of 24 hours the other a record breaking 
35 hours. 

By coincidence two of the team, Nick 
Beighton and Ian O’Grady, hail from 
Shropshire. They were joined by Tori 
James, the youngest woman to climb 
Everest, and one of Britain’s best white 
water kayakers Adam Harmer. 

The idea for the challenge came from 
Ian, currently serving in the RAF, who is 
from the Oswestry area. It was born from 
a wish to raise money to help injured ser¬ 
vicemen. 

He said: “Yes I was the one that had 
the idea. I received a lot of flack for that 
on the journey but, once it was over I 
think there were all pleased that I did.” 

It all began when Ian went for physi¬ 
otherapy for his sports injuries at Holly 
Cross Military rehabilitation unit. 

“I had just sports injuries but there

were others with dreadful military in¬ 
juries - double amputees like Nick and 
even triple amputees,” said Ian. “It was 
an incredibly humbling experience and 
I realised that I wanted to do something 
to help those guys and to help Blesma - 
the limbless veterans’ charity. 

“The charity helps not only physi¬ 
cally but it also helps people deal with 
who they have become and the process 
of reinventing themselves and looking 
at what they can do not what they can’t 
do. 

“I thought about a Land’s End to 
John O’Groats trip but everyone does 
that. I wanted to do something that 
was unique. So I came up with Beeline 
Britain.” 

That was three years ago and so 
began an uphill battle to recruit the 
team and work out the logistics of the 
trip. 


He said getting Nick Beighton, from 
Pontesbury, involved had been bril¬ 
liant. 

“He is not only a great ambassador 
- he is a machine. I have never come 
across anyone like him. He is an am¬ 
bassador of Blesma, a Paralympic rower 
with 45 inch biceps and a determination 
to go with it. The team was formed and 
we became a mammoth, runaway train 
that there was no way of stopping.” 

Nick, 32, was a captain in the Royal 
Engineers. In October 2009, while on 
patrol in Helmand Province in Afghan¬ 
istan, he stood on an improvised explo¬ 
sive device. 

His life was saved by an Army medic, 
who kept him stable before being taken 
to medical facilities in Camp Bastion. 
He lost both his legs. 

He took up rowing, he and his row¬ 
ing team mate losing out on a medal in 


the 2012 Paralympics in a photofinish. 
For Nick, who has faced challenges that 
most could never imagine, Beeline Brit¬ 
ain was a daily challenge. 

“The physical challenges were hard 
but I think that the mental challenge 
of the long distance kayaking were the 
hardest part of the trip,” he said. 

“We went from Land’s End to Pem¬ 
brokeshire, 35 hours, non-stop in the 
kayaks which mentally was completely 
different for us. 

“We had to find ways of keeping our 
minds occupied or active while our bod¬ 
ies where unable to stretch or move 
much within the confines of the kayaks. 

“We played silly games and we sang. 
All we had to eat were noodles and soup, 
things we could carry with us and that 
we could make with a flask of water. 
Reaching Pembrokeshire and being able 
to get out of those kayaks was wonder¬ 
ful.” 

He said that the adventure had had 
its funny times, its good times but that 
there had also been some tensions at 
time. 

“I definitely got grumpy at times,” he 
said. 

As a double amputee, he said the most 
physical challenge had been the walk 
over the Cairngorms. 

“I was pretty tired when I had fin¬ 
ished. I used my short prosthetics, my 
‘stubbies’ to make sure I could get over 
the difficult terrain,” said Nick. “It 
would be like other people going along 
on their knees for 12 hours. It certainly 
takes it out of you.” 

Nick said that reaching the famous 
northernly point at John O’Groats has 
brought a strange mix of emotions. 

“The sense of achievement was phe¬ 
nomenal but, at the said time, there was 
also a sense of disappointment with the 
realisation that the next day we weren’t 
going to be getting up and carrying on,” 
he said. 

“Your body becomes so used to the 
challenge that it is a strange feeling that 
we would be returning to normal life.”

READERS may be interested to learn 
that, from May 2015, Arriva Trains 
Wales (ATW) propose to axe the morn¬ 
ing commuter service which currently 
departs Gobowen at 08.07 for Shrews¬ 
bury and Birmingham International. 

Passenger surveys show that the 
greatest demand is for services from 
North Wales to Liverpool and Man¬ 
chester, London and via Shrewsbury 
to the West Midlands and Birmingham 
Airport, not to Cardiff. 

ATW plan to introduce an hourly 
peak service from Aberystwyth to 
Shrewsbury from May 2015, but they 


have to find trains to run the service. 

Information leaked to local rail 
user groups states that the “premier” 
North-South Wales express service, 
which currently leaves Wrexham at 
07.32 (Mondays-Fridays) and runs 
directly to Shrewsbury, is to stop 
additionally at Ruabon, Chirk and 
Gobowen. 

That is the good news, but the bad 
news is that the service runs to Cardiff 
and not, as does the present stopping 
service from Wrexham, to Birming¬ 
ham. 

It means that commuters will have 


to get out of bed at least 15 minutes 
earlier and change at Shrewsbury to 
get to Wolverhampton or Birmingham. 

The railway should be run for the 
benefit of passengers not for the op¬ 
erational convenience of the railway 
companies and not, for that matter, to 
satisfy the whims of certain politicians 
and civil servants based in far-away 
Cardiff.

CAN I GET COMPENSATION FOR FALL ON SLIPPERY DECKING? 

Q: A few weeks ago I went to a local pub, entering across a decked area which was wet and extremely slippery following heavy rain. As I stepped onto 
the decking I slipped and heard a bone crack in my leg. My husband took me to hospital where they confirmed a break and put my leg in plaster. 
As I deliver parcels for a living I cannot currently work. Can I claim compensation from the pub owners? 

A: The decking may have been slippery because of the rain or because it had not been regularly washed down to clear any build-up of mould caused 
by the microorganisms that constantly float through the air. 

Whether it is a brewery, manager or pub tenant, someone will have a responsibility to regularly inspect all surfaces which are accessible by the public 
and to ensure that no serious risk of injury is posed? “ to see that the visitor will be reasonably safe in using the premises”. 

Photographs showing any mould and, if possible, confirmation from any eye witnesses as to the state of the decking the night you slipped on it will be 
useful in establishing whether there was a problem significant enough for someone to be held liable for your accident. 

As you work and have had to take time off work as a result of the injury, any loss of earnings would be part of any claim for compensation for your 
injuries. 

An issue in any claim is who is responsible for the upkeep of the pub. For example, is it owned by a brewery and managed? Whoever is the “ occupier” 
will be liable. They may say that maintenance or cleaning was entrusted to an independent contractor who could then be liable. 

You should contact your local personal injury solicitor who can help you through the claims process.

Agency

VAUXHALL 
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County to 
be hit by 
further 
strikes 

STRIKE action by council 
and school support staff will 
hit Shropshire again as part 
of continuing demonstra¬ 
tions over pay. 

The walkout, scheduled 
for September 30, follows 
widespread disruption on 
July 10 to councils, schools 
and fire services across the 
county. Trade Union Uni¬ 
son announced its members 
were set to demonstrate 
again over a pay row. 

The action earlier this 
month, by members of Uni¬ 
son, Unite and GMB, was 
over pay, after union mem¬ 
bers voted against accepting 
a one per cent pay offer. 

And Members of the Na¬ 
tional Union of Teachers, in 
a separate national dispute, 
also demonstrated over 
pay, pensions and excessive 
working hours, which has 
involved strikes and other 
disruptions to classroom ac¬ 
tivity since 2011. 

More than 30 schools 
across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales closed in the biggest 
strike since the start of a 
pensions dispute. The mass 
walk-out also forced the 
closure of tax and revenue 
offices, job centres, benefit 
offices, courts and driving 
test centres. Following the 
demonstrations earlier this 
month, Unison affirmed 
that its “overwhelming pri¬ 
ority” was to engage in ne¬ 
gotiations with employers.

Cash shortage means vital 
charity in danger of folding

A CHARITY which provides a vital lifeline to 170 people is in danger 
of folding due to the increasing challenge of raising money. 

Welshpool Community Transport has been making a difference in the area 
since the early 1990’s, but the next few months are crucial to the charity’s 
survival. 


The organisation needs £13,000 a year to provide taxi tokens for the ill, elderly and 
isolated, but it has suffered a huge blow after the Welsh Government stopped its funding 

n last year. 

“This year we have funded through our 
reserves, so we are in a bit of a desperate 
situation,” said Chairman, Roger Brooks. 

“But we are determined to carry on as 
this service is vital and relied upon by so 
many people. 

“There is no alternative for a lot of the 
people we help. Public transport has been 
cut back but many of those that rely on us 
live in very isolated areas. They rely on us 
to reach doctor appointments and shops and 
the like. 

“If we don’t raise enough between now 
and next March we could fold. We are only 
a small operation but we help 170 people, so 
the pressure is on.” 

The organisation is holding a coffee morn¬ 
ing at the Corn Exchange in the Town Hall 
on Friday from 9.30am when there will be 
books, plants, home produce and a raffle 
available.

The purpose of the group is to provide 
community based transport within a 10 
mile radius of Welshpool. Anyone using the 
scheme is given taxi tokens. 

The scheme is for the benefit of disadvan¬ 
taged people.

From May, Arnva Irains Wales wants to stop running a morning service 
from Wrexham to Birmingham - which includes stops at Chirk, Gobowen, 
Shrewsbury and Telford - and a feeder service which leaves Shrewsbury at 
7am and runs to Wrexham.

Also removed would be the feeder service 
which leaves Shrewsbury at 7am calling all 
stations to Wrexham.

Earlier this year the Audi A3 was 
voted 2014 World Car Of The 
Year so we just had to take a 
look at why a panel of 69 indus¬ 
try-leading judges rated the car 
so highly. 

And there is no doubt that this third 
generation of the premium compact 
Audi really is a top performer - par¬ 
ticularly the Sportback 2.0TDi 184PS 
Quattro on test. 

The new Audi A3 is available in the UK 
as a three-door, Sportback, Cabriolet and 
Saloon. It is powered by a range of TFSI 
petrol and TDI diesel engines and will soon 
be available as an e tron, whose plug in 
hybrid drive enables journeys of up to 31 
miles in all electric mode. 



Audi can look back on a 16-year suc¬ 
cess story with the A3. In 1996, the first 
generation of the model series established 
an entirely new market segment - the pre¬ 
mium compact class. With the second 
generation, which followed in 2003, the 
brand extended its lead with the addition 
of a Cabriolet to the familiar three-door and 
Sportback body styles. 

The A3 Quattro on test was outstanding 
in just about every respect but as with all 
Audi models you have to pay for what you 
get and at £29,410 this one might be out of 
range for quite a few buyers. 

Stylish 

It’s always difficult not to be impressed 
when driving a new Audi. The company 
leaves nothing to chance and the vehicles 
simply ooze class in every department. 

But its not just looks that won the A3 
such worldwide acclaim. The car performs 
beautifully too with three suspension set¬ 
tings: SE, lower Sport and lower-still S line 
and you can specify it at no extra cost with 
every trim level. 

On test was the S tronic version with 
loads of grip from a set of 16in 10-spoke 
design alloys fitted with 205/55 R16 tyres. 
The car just urges you to push that little 
bit further and clings superbly in any cor¬ 
ner situation. Weight is kept to a minimum 
by the use of a combination of aluminium 
and high-strength steel and every model 
comes with engine stop-start technology. 

These measures have helped the car on 
test be capable of a top speed of 145mph 
and 0-60mph in seven seconds while still 
managing an average fuel consumption 
figure of 67.3mpg while emitting only 110g/ 
km of emissions.

C-Class is now 

making its mark

The Mercedes C-Class has 
grown up a little, and in doing so 
has become a force to be reck¬ 
oned with. 

The latest Mercedes-Benz C-Class 
range offers more space, an interior 
that’s leagues ahead of its prede¬ 
cessor, the option of air suspension 
and some very slick infotainment and 
technological features. 

The C-Class ought to have been all that 
the company knows about luxury saloons 
distilled into a smaller form, but for many 
years it was instead a car that was short on 
quality and long on price tag. 

The 2007 model repaired much of 
its reputation and the subsequent 2011 
facelift brought even more features and 
better efficiency, but in this country, the 
C-Class always lagged a distant third in the 
compact executive sales charts behind the 
BMW 3 Series and the Audi A4. 

Much has changed in the interim though. 
The introduction of a smaller four-door sa¬ 
loon, the CLA, has allowed the C-Class to 
become a bit bigger and a good deal more 
luxurious. The latest car is a fresh design 
from the ground up and it shows. 

Although there will doubtless be a turbo¬ 
charged AMG tarmac-tearer in the works,

the C-Class has for some time been, and 
will continue to be, focused on comfort and 
refinement. 

It’s clear this is where a good deal of 
the development budget has been spent 
in differentiating this generation car from 
the BMW 3 Series, the Audi A4 and the 
much-improved Lexus IS. 

To that end, it’s the first car in its class 
to offer air suspension. This comes with an 
Agility Select switch which allows the driv¬ 
er to select between Comfort, ECO, Sport, 
Sport-i- and Individual settings. 

The diesel engines include a 2.1-litre 
C220 BlueTEC unit good for 170PS, plus 
you can talk to your dealer about feebler 
C200 BlueTEC and pokier C250 BlueTEC 
offerings. Petrol-wise, there’s a 184PS 
C200 unit. Granted, it’s not a very wide 
range of engines to duke it out with BMW 


and Audi but expect more exciting options 
to arrive in due course. 

The C300 BlueTEC Hybrid combines a 
four-cylinder 204PS diesel engine with a 
compact 27PS electric motor and looks in¬ 
teresting, as does the prospect of a plug-in 
hybrid model. In the here and now, there’s 
a choice of two six-speed manual trans¬ 
missions or an improved version of the 
7G-Tronic automatic gearbox. The elec¬ 
tromechanical Direct Steer system is also 
fitted as standard. 

Looking at the exterior of this C-Class, 
you’d be forgiven for thinking that this was 
the most conservative of styling directions. 
Any notionally car-literate person would be 
able to tell you it was a Mercedes C-Class, 
even if they’d never clapped eyes on the 
thing before. It’s tidily executed, with hints 
of the latest S-Class in its detailing. 

Drop inside and you’ll see where this 
Mercedes differentiates itself.

Rybrook BMW in Shrewsbury has embarked 
on a strategy to provide a better retail expe¬ 
rience for their customers. 

With new facilities, BMW Geniuses and a larger cus¬ 
tomer facing team Rybrook is now taking addition¬ 
al steps to making it easier to experience the BMW 
Brand. 

Dealer principal Gareth Thomas explained: “We are 
constantly looking at businesses outside of our industry 
for ways to engage with customers. We have considered 
those retailers who excel, the likes of John Lewis, Waitrose 
and NEXT; companies that make it easy to do business 
with them”. 

It was apparent to Rybrook that traditional working 
hours in the motor industry are not necessarily conven¬ 
ient for their customers. Rybrook established through an 
online survey of their customer database that their needs 
are changing, Gareth Thomas said: “The retail world is live 
24 hours a day through the internet.

Qualifications 

Rybrook is also playing a part in protecting motorists 
from being ripped off. It has teamed up with the UK body 
that represents franchised car dealers to call for greater 
transparency of the car servicing and repair industry to 
protect the growing number of motorists that are falling 
foul of unscrupulous garages. 

A worrying 84 per cent of people are unaware that there 
are no minimum qualifications needed for someone to 
work as a car mechanic according to a recent poll by the 
National Franchised Dealers Association (NFDA), Rybrook 
and website Trusted Dealers. 

Unlike many parts of Europe, the UK does not regulate 
entry to the profession meaning that unlicensed and poorly 
trained mechanics can run a garage without breaking the 
law. 

The research highlights the training ‘gap’ that exists 



between technicians at franchised dealers and some 
non-franchised garages and to press the government for 
stronger, legally-binding regulation of the industry. 

Sue Robinson, director NFDA said: “The average car is 
a potentially lethal weapon if poorly maintained - making 
this a real issue of public safety. As VOSA has reported 
40 per cent of cars fail their MOT when first tested, mean¬ 
ing these cars are being driven in an un-roadworthy state. 
Cars today are also becoming increasingly sophisticated 
and well beyond the skills of many non-franchised garag¬ 
es where staff might have completed manufacturer-ap¬ 
proved training courses, or as little as a one week tyre 
fitting course - there’s no way of knowing. 

“At present anyone can open up a garage regardless of 
their background or ability and we think this is a situation 
that needs to change. Therefore we are calling for tougher, 
legally enforced minimum standards, to raise the bar in 
the industry.” 

The NFDA initiative would bring the UK into line with oth¬ 
er countries in Europe where automotive mechanics are 


subject to minimum standards of training. 

Gareth Thomas, spokesperson for Rybrook said: “We 
are urging the government to do more to protect motorists 
by creating minimum standards for all UK garage techni¬ 
cians. 

“Although there are excellent independent garages with 
very high standards, the fact remains that because the in¬ 
dustry is unlicensed, there is no way of knowing whether 
the man in overalls taking a spanner to your car knows 
what he’s doing. 

“Technicians at franchised dealers receive specific 
training on their manufacturer’s latest models, as well as 
receiving regular refresher courses and have specialised 
tools and parts. 

“Feedback from our members suggests problems with 
rogue garages are on the increase and we are calling for 
the government to licence garages or to develop a new, 
tougher regime to weed out rogue operators and to give 
the public greater confidence in the industry.”

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Supermini ticks all the boxes 


The Mazda2 may offer a 
slimmed-down range these 
days by that doesn’t mean a 
slimmed-down dose of appeal. 
This is still one of the best small 
cars to drive, the range these 
days is based around 1.3-litre 
petrol power, with the additional 
option of an automatic variant. 

This model first arrived in the UK in 2003 
as essentially a re-badged Ford Fusion 
but the second generation version that 
arrived here in 2007 was much more its 
own car, even though it shared much with 
Ford’s Fiesta supermini under the skin. 

From the start, the car’s sharp handling 
won admirers, thanks to Mazda’s use of ul¬ 
tralight yet strong steels. To improve things 
further, the bodyshell was stiffened in 2011 
to give even better road holding and ride 
comfort. A bit more ‘zoom zoom’ if you like. 

This car accounts for around a quarter 
of Mazda’s UK sales volume, but it’s been 
rather a forgotten model in recent times, 
despite the most recent styling changes 
and interior enhancements which offer a 
heightened sense of quality. Flence Maz¬ 
da’s addition of well specified ‘Colour 
Edition’ and ‘Sport Colour Edition’ vari¬ 
ants early in 2014. These joined the high 
value Tamura models already on sale. 

Under the bonnet, buyers will find 
an upgraded Euro 5-compliant pow¬ 
ertrain line-up. Today’s range is based 
around a 1.3-litre petrol unit, offered 
with either 75 or 84PS, plus there’s 
also an automatic version if you want it. 

So does it zoom zoom? Well yes, up 
to a point. The high-mounted gear le¬ 


ver shifts neatly and the whole car feels 
handy and light on its feet. It never feels 
unstable and the steering’s quick acting. 
Performance-wise, the 75PS 1.3 will cov¬ 
er the 0-62mph dash in 14.9 seconds and 
on to a top speed of 104mph. The 84PS 
1.3 by comparison is of course sprightlier 
and will do 0-62mph in 13.6 seconds and 
keep going to a top speed of 106mph. 

If your experience of Mazda2 motoring 
is limited to the original version of this 
car, on the road, you should notice the 
benefits of the package of changes intro¬ 
duced in 2011. These included a stiffer 
bodyshell which, along with revised rear 
dampers and tweaked front suspension 
geometry, has improved the handling. 

Planted 

The changes may be modest individ¬ 
ually, but with the whole greater than 
the parts, the result is a car that now 
feels more planted to the road without 
losing any of its verve for life. The au¬ 
tomatic petrol model with its obligato¬ 
ry four-speed automatic transmission is 
worth looking at if you’re urban-bound. 

These days, only a five-door bodystyle 
is on offer, giving flexibility to parents 
who perhaps have young children and 
are looking for a small runabout. Those 
back doors certainly make wrestling Jun¬ 
ior into the rear childseat a lot easier than 
would be the case if they were having to 
lean through in a three-door model. And 
there are ISOFIX fastenings for said seat. 

Two adults will be reasonably comforta¬ 
ble in the rear for short to medium-length 
journeys and space for bigger passengers 
in the front isn’t an issue. The Mazda2 is 
essentially par for the class in this respect.

The exterior styling looks classy and 
dynamic thanks to a package of aesthetic 
changes introduced in 2011. These includ¬ 
ed a smarter nose, revised front fog lamp 
bezels and more striking wheels. And, at 
that point, Mazda addressed criticisms of 
the previous generation car by paying par¬ 
ticular attention to the look, feel and touch of 
the interior, reworked to reflect the outside 
upgrade. There’s certainly a high quality 
feel about the cabin, with the plasticky bits 
in the original model replaced by a much 
classier redesigned instrument panel with 


‘blackout’ finished dials and chrome rings, 

plus a centre stack in piano black. Oth¬ 
er feel-good features include smart seat 
patterns and bright seat fabric colours. 

Expect to pay somewhere in the 
£11,000 to £13,500 bracket for your 
Mazda2, now only offered with five 
doors. That’s about par for the supermini 
course. There are cheaper rivals but also 
many more pricey ones. Mazda clear¬ 
ly hopes that this car’s improved quality, 
zippier feel and high equipment levels 
Mil give it an adva ntage over its rivals.

Refreshed and ready to do battle in the tough 
mid-size saloon market, Kia’s Optima is a 
high-spec, value-for-money alternative to the 
mainstream opposition. 

Kia’s Optima has been around for a few years, 
and this mild refresh ensures that the Korean firm’s 
mid-size saloon stays competitive in a crowded mar¬ 
ketplace populated by more expensive and long-es¬ 
tablished rival metal. There’s much to like about the 
Optima; it’s a stylish car and its bold corporate ‘look’ 
is striking without detracting from the rest of its clean 
lines. 

Subtle tweaks to the car’s nose and tail hide a more com¬ 
prehensive update inside and under the skin. Improvements 
to overall refinement have resulted in a quieter cabin, while 
there’s more standard and optional kit available. Kia’s fol¬ 
lowing the trend for the inclusion of smarter safety technolo¬ 
gy, such as blind spot and lane departure warning kit. 

The sharp-suited Optima has nothing to fear in the com¬ 
pany car park. The car’s decidedly European styling cues 
sit comfortably with the less adventurous looks of many of 
its rivals. Crucially, the big Kia shares many of its exterior 
details with smaller cars in the family, and it’s this familiarity 
that should help tempt buyers to trade up with confidence. 

Confidence also plays a big part in the ownership expe¬ 
rience, which is why Kia has scored highly in recent years 
with its generous seven-year warranty. It’s an unusual yet 
welcome sales tactic, and has done wonders for the brand’s 
image when it was building confidence among buyers at the 
start of its big European sales push many years ago. 

Practicality 

A large saloon like the Optima is designed from the outset 
to be accommodating, and the four-door Kia doesn’t disap¬ 
point. Although the main focus is on front seat occupants, 
there’s also ample room in the back for business associates 
or the family. The car’s generous sized boot is also a big 
plus and the cabin isn’t short of useful oddment storage op¬ 
tions, making it an ideal environment for road warriors and 
their clutter. 

Kia has worked to ensure the Optima delivers a refined 
and soothing driving experience, ready to rival the products 
of the established European players. It’s largely paid off, 
with the Optima easily capable of munching the motorway 
miles and distancing the driver from poorly surfaced roads. 
The sole 1.7-litre diesel engine option delivers a strong 
performance, and remains reasonably quiet when pushed 
hard. Don’t expect the Optima to rival the German sports sa¬ 
loons for outright performance though, as Kia’s aim to major 
on refinement and comfort has largely succeeded. 

In its refreshed state, boasting more kit and visibly higher 
quality levels, the Optima offers budget-sawy buyers a cred¬ 
ible alternative to the wares of the more established brands. 
With its sensible economy and emissions ratings, plus that 
all-important seven-year warranty, the Optima makes a lot of 
sense for both private buyers and company car users. 

Who would buy one?: If you’re downsizing from a larger 
luxury car yet keen to retain your much-loved creature com¬ 
forts, Kia’s Optima is worth a serious look. That’s also true 
if you want to move up in the world but don’t fancy paying 
big bucks for the privilege. Either way, the Optima comes 
with plenty of kit, is refined and capable enough to worry the 
opposition. If you’re a professional driver seeking reliable 
transport that will also impress customers, the Optima’s pol¬ 
ished appearance andspacious cabin are major plus points.

What’s not 
to like in 
great value 
fast hatch

Ford’s Fiesta ST has long been the thinking 
person’s fast hatchback. This latest one is no 
exception. 

With 182PS on tap, it keeps things real and the pric¬ 
ing looks great as well. Ford has certainly put down 
a serious marker. The plushest ST3 version adds sat 
nav, keyless entry, cruise control, auto headlamps 
and wipers, power folding mirrors and electronic cli¬ 
mate control that many owners will want. 

So-called ‘warm hatches’ have often been a tricky sell. 
Why? Because there’s usually a faster version that’s more 
desirable. Warm hatches are usually bought by younger 
drivers who want the faster car but can’t afford the insurance 
bills. There is an exception. Ford’s Fiesta would appear to 
be the perfect candidate for a searing hot hatch, but in re¬ 
cent years, instead of a fire-breathing RS model, the pinna¬ 
cle of Fiesta sporting ambition has been the ST line. But the 
‘Sports Technologies’ variant has usually been a great car 
in its own right. 

Now we’ve got another Fiesta ST to compare with earli¬ 
er standard setters. Instead of the 150PS it had in previous 
generation form, it gets a heftier 182PS. Does this lift it into 
a more serious price category? Not a bit of it. Ford has kept 
the pricing keen, so much so that we suspect that some 
manufacturers of this Fiesta’s opposition are starting to feel 
more than a little worried. 

The top ST3 version we’re going to look at here costs an 
extra £1,000, but still manages to look good value against 
many obvious rivals. 

Ford has developed new chassis and suspension compo¬ 
nents to improve the ride quality and refinement of the car 
and further enhanced the Ford Electronic Power Assisted 
Steering system. 

Unique suspension and steering tuning and better Torque 
Vectoring Control (eTVC) combines with a 15mm lower ride 
height to deliver the requisite dynamic improvements over 
what is already a very good chassis. 

Ostentatious 

Ford produce the Fiesta ST in both three and five door 
guises, but there are no plans to import the five-door car to 
the UK. But when the three-door model looks this good, I 
doubt too many tears will be shed. The big front grille (which 
can look a bit ostentatious on an ordinary poverty-spec Fies¬ 
ta supermini) works well with the ST’s more extrovert body 
styling. That runs to an imposing black honeycomb trape¬ 
zoidal front grille, plus a large rear spoiler with twin air vents 
and twin exhaust. 

Colour choices including Molten Orange and Spirit Blue 
and an optional style pack adds red brake calipers and grey 
alloy wheels to pump up the aggression a bit. 

The rising beltline of the Fiesta in profile doesn’t seem to 
bode well for the rear seat passengers in this three-door car 
but the Fiesta surprises with decent legroom and headroom 
that’s manageable even for a six-footer. The windows are 
small and set high up, so light isn’t abundant in the back but 
the shopping bags, coats and road atlases that owners will 
store there most of the time won’t be overly worried. 

Standard spec for all Fiesta STs runs to 17in alloy wheels, 
a body styling kit with a chromed dual exhaust pipe, a 
Quickclear heated windscreen, front fog lights, a Thatcham 
Category 1 alarm, a leather-trimmed ST steering wheel and 
gearshift knob with red stitching plus a decent quality ste¬ 
reo system incorporating a DAB digital radio. There’s also 
Ford’s clever Bluetooth/USB SYNC connectivity and the ‘My 
Key’ system via which you can tailor the systems of the car 
to your own settings communicated to it via the ignition key. 

The whole point of sporty Fiestas has been to offer a 
generous slice of fun coupled with modest running costs. 
It was always thus with the old XR2 and it continues with 
this generation ST. Even with 182PS on tap, you’ll still see 
47.9mpg on the combined cycle with emissions pegged at 
a very reasonable 138g/km. That compares well with cars 
like the 208 GTI, which manages 139g/km and the Fabia 
vRS at 148g/km. 

It’s hard to see how Ford could have done a lot better with 
the Fiesta ST. Warm hatches are usually a difficult thing to 
position as there will always be that nagging feeling that if 
you just saved a little more, you could be in something more 
exciting, but the ST has long stood up very well as a model 
in its own right. 

With 182PS on tap translating into a sprint to 62mph of 
just 6.9 seconds, this Fiesta is quicker than many of the 
proper hot hatches of not so very long ago. It’ll most certain¬ 
ly out-handle some fairly illustrious names as well. 

An integral part of bringing a warm hatch to market is 
managing costs and it’s here that the Ford really plays its 
trump card. It gets 47.9mpg on the combined fuel economy 
cycle and emissions are rated at just 138g/km - but the big¬ 
gest draw is certain to be the price tag. 

At just £17,000, the base model is very tempting and even 
in the £19,000 ST3 guise we’ve looked at here, it still strong¬ 
ly pays the value card.

Driving enthusiasts will hang 
their (petrol) heads in shame after 
Toyota completed the 12.9-mile 
German track Nurburgring at an 
average of 698mpg. 

The embarrassingly pedestrian time 
of 20 minutes and 59 seconds was set 
by motor journalist and Japanese car 
expert Joe Clifford, and since Toyota 
is the first to shame itself with a fuel 
economy run at the heart of perfor¬ 
mance car testing, it automatically 
sets a new efficiency record. 


The 21-minute time is more than 
three times slower than laps recently 
set by modified versions of the Seat 
Leon Cupra 280 and the Renaultsport 
Megane 275. Clifford was driving a Pri- 
us Plug-in hybrid, whose electric-only 
range is more than enough to com¬ 
plete the circuit without using the pet¬ 
rol engine. 

But unfortunately for the attempt, a 
long ascent on the circuit strained the 
batteries too much and the engine cut 
in, using five tablespoons of unleaded. 

He said: “We used no special tricks 
for this test. We simply took a fully 
charged car, fitted it with low-rolling 
resistance tyres and drove the lap, 
among all the other public drivers tak¬ 


ing the opportunity to experience the 
challenge of the Nurburgring. 

“Although the 12.9-mile distance is 
similar to a typical commuter trip, the 
difference here is a rise and fall in el¬ 
evation of around 1,000 feet. In fact, it 
was only on one long climb that the 
petrol engine cut in, and then only for 
a short while. 

“Without that, we think we might 
have even achieved the ultimate 
999.9mpg readout - the highest figure 
the display can show.” 

The keen-eyed will notice body 
modifications on the Prius, but Toyo¬ 
ta says these are just styling add-ons 
sourced from the Toyota Racing De¬ 
velopment (TRD) catalogue.

and Philip Gerard Finch (killed, March 28, 1918, 
near Arras, with the Northumberland FUsiliers, 
awarded the Military Cross) 




Images of happy and carefree faces, 
unaware of dangers and horror ahead 


T he faces in the pictures are smiling 
and carefree. The boys are in the full 
flush of youth, unaware of the hor¬ 
rors they face. 

Found in schoolboy albums in the archives at 
Shrewsbury School, these intimate pictures - taken 
by the boys themselves - show the school’s cadets 
in training when the reality of war was only months 
away. 

“They are a chilling reminder of the irreparable 
loss of talent and potential on the battlefields of the 
Great War,” said Shrewsbury author and journalist 
Katy Rink, who has been through the fascinating 
albums. 

In one of the pictures young, fit boys are digging 
trenches in the school grounds, swinging their picks 
with big smiles. It was all a jolly jape, before the for¬ 
mal declaration of war, on August 4, 1914. 

“Many were taken at an OTC camp in Rugeley, 
Staffordshire, that very summer, showing the boys 
relaxed and laughing. But these were condemned 
men. Their camp was broken up, on the eve of the 
declaration. 

“Statistically, just under one fifth of them would 
not survive the conflict. Casualties among public 
schoolboys were high at 20 per cent. Junior officers 


were first over the top and last to retreat. Shrews¬ 
bury School lost 321 former pupils and masters to the 
war out of the 1,850 who saw active service - 17.5 
per cent. 

“The albums are extraordinarily intimate and 
unsophisticated, a contrast to the stylised school por¬ 
traits of the time. Some of the pictures are clearly 
snapped secretly in class, showing masters in full 
flow.” 

The boys who took the pictures shared the same 
Ingram’s boarding house and a love of photography, 
using hand-held Kodak Brownie cameras. They were 
John Henderson and Tom Rose Bowden, a talented 
artist, who went on to become a doctor in Betws-y- 
Coed. Both survived the war. Tom served as a Cap¬ 
tain in the Royal Garrison Artillery and John was a 
sub lieutenant in the Royal Navy. 

Although they were lucky, many of their friends 
were not. One of Bowden’s pictures shows three boys 
huddled together in a tent at Rugeley, in 1914, aged 
15 and 16. 

The boy in the middle, Denis Digges LaTouche, 
would be dead within the year, killed in August 1915 
as a Captain with the 8th Battalion, Welsh Regiment, 
in the attack on Chanuk Bair, Turkey as part of the 
Gallipoli campaign. 

The battle between the Ottoman defenders and 
British troops resulted in a bloody massacre. It is

possible that Denis was gunned 

down in a successful Ottoman counter-attack but his 

body was never found. He was 20 years old. 

“Life could have been so different for him and the 
hundreds of other Old Salopians who lost their lives 
in the Great War. 

“LaTouche was the son of a famous geologist 
Thomas LaTouche, a Shrewsbury schoolboy himself, 
and grandson of the vicar of Stokesay. A keen run¬ 
ner and a school praepostor (prefect), he had been 
elected to a senior scholarship at Corpus Christi Col¬ 
lege Cambridge but gave it up to enlist. 

“Also in the tent was Thomas Clark Powell, who 
died three years later, serving at the front with the 
Royal Garrison Artillery, as a second lieutenant. He 
gave up an open mathematical scholarship at New 
College, Oxford, to sign up, in 1916. He passed out 
with distinction from the artillery cadet unit but 
was sent at once to the front, was wounded at Ypres 
on the night of July 14, 1917 and died shortly after 
reaching the casualty clearing station. 

“Only one of the three campers survived - 
John Rowan Addison McFerran, although he was 
wounded as a Captain in the Royal Irish Rifles. 

“Around 60 former pupils and masters are bur¬ 
ied in the Somme, 40 at Arras and a further 61, 
close to Ypres. Michael Palin’s own great uncle and 
former Shrewsbury schoolboy Henry Wil¬ 
liam Bourne Palin died in the battle of 
the Somme in 1916, aged 32. He enlisted 
in Canvastown, New Zealand, where he 
had been working as a farmer and served 
with the Canterbury Infantry Regiment. 

“The novelist Nevil Shute Norway, a 
pupil at Shrewsbury School during the 
war, wrote in his autobiography Slide 
Rule, that his time there was over¬ 
shadowed by the knowledge that ‘I was

born to one end, which was to go into 
the army and do the best I could before 
being killed’. He goes on ‘it was a time 
for contemplation of the realities that 
were coming and for spiritual prepara¬ 
tion for death’.”

A tale of two lovers thrown together amid the maelstrom of war 


T hey were lovers thrown 
together amid the 
maelstrom of war from 
backgrounds which could hardly 
have been more different. 

He was an Australian, an outgoing, jack-the-lad type 
who was with a concert party. She had been a ledger clerk 
at a Shrewsbury store who had left home to “do her bit” 
in France in the Great War. 

It was a romance which was to end in heartbreak and 
a suitcase full of what-might-have-been memories for 
Emmie Chester, who was destined never to marry. 

For the rest of her long life, she kept a photograph of 
her beloved “Mac” on the mantelpiece in her bedroom. 

Mac sailed back to Australia, but more than once did 
try to get back in touch with Emmie, including over 25 
years later, during another war. She appears not to have 
replied. 

“It’s a tragic romance story,” said Miss Sue Davies, of 
Bayston Hill, who has been able to piece it together from 
the contents of that suitcase. 

Emmie was her great aunt - that his, her grandmother 
Fanny Chester’s sister. 

She was born in 1893 in Whettleton Hill, near Craven 
Arms, but lived most of her life in Belle Vue Gardens, 
Shrewsbury. 

“We lived in the same household from the time I was 12 
until she died in 1988,” said Sue. 

“She was lovely. She was quite a modest person, quite 
quiet, cheerful. Affectionate. She became a grandmother 
to me, as my mother’s mother had died when my mother 
was seven. 

“When the story came out, I was very surprised to think 
she had had this exciting adventure because she was not 
an adventurous person, as I recall her. She never talked 
about it, but she had collected all this memorabilia when 
she was in France. It was kept in her suitcase. 

“When she died my mother and I said we would sort out 
Aunt Emmie’s suitcase and from time to time we would 
bring it down from the attic and start to go through it, 
but there was so much stuff in there that we would put 


it back to do another day. During my mother’s lifetime, 
we never did. 

“So when my mother died in 2005 I inherited the suit¬ 
case.” 

Finally, Sue determined to go through it. 

“It was leather, and battered. It was huge task to try 
to make sense of all that which was in there. When I put 
things in chronological order the story of Aunt Emmie’s 
time in France became far clearer. I knew that she had 
been in France in the war and had got engaged to an 
Australian and that she didn’t marry him - that came 
not from her, but my mother, Judy Davies, although my 
mother didn’t know the full story.” 

Combat 

While she did not keep the battered suitcase itself, the 
documents and photos within it were clues in a jigsaw 
which Sue was able to put into place. Emmie had applied 
to join the Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps, a new organ¬ 
isation which put women into non-combat war roles and 
so released soldiers for combat. Emmie did not tell her 
parents, and on June 4, 1917, received a letter accepting 
her. 

“When this came she had to confront her parents with 
the fact that she was going to France. It would have hit 
her father very badly. He was a very affectionate man and 
very fond of her. Ten days later she was in Rouen, France, 
and worked in the crypt of Rouen Cathedral. The WAACs 
lived in billets around Rouen.” 

Sue thinks she would have been doing an adminis¬ 
trative job of some sort, as this is what she had done in 
peacetime, working as a ledger clerk for Phillip’s store in 
Shrewsbury. 

“Then she met this Australian called Mac. He was with 
a concert party, which is why he was not on combat duty. 
They kept concert party personnel away from the Front, 
I suppose for morale-boosting duties. 

“I don’t know his second name. He was only ever 
referred to as Mac, never by his full name." 

However, she has discovered from an annotation 
to a photograph that his first name was George. 


“At some point, I think at the end of 1917 or 1918, 
they got engaged. Aunt Emmie had an opal engagement 
ring, which I’ve got. Her birthstone is not opal. The 
folklore of gemstones is that if you wear opal and it isn’t 
your birthstone, it’s unlucky. It was a bad move to have 
an opal engagement ring in my view. She was tempting 
fate.” 

After the war ended, the pair remained in Rouen. 
Then in 1919 Emmie was offered a job working with 
the Allied headquarters in Brussels. There was also the 
opportunity of beginning a new life in Australia with Mac. 

“Then, out of the blue on May 17, 1919, she got a tel¬ 
egram - Mother Ill. Come At Once. No-one At Home. 
She applied for compassionate leave, which she got. My 
mother told me that when she got home and knocked on 
the front door, her mother answered the door to her. So 
either she had made a rapid recovery from her illness, or 
it had been a ruse by the family to get Aunt Emmie back.” 

Emmie was the youngest girl, and her sisters had mar¬ 
ried and moved away. There were still brothers at home. 

“In those days the role of the youngest daughter, or the 
unmarried daughter, was to stay at home and help the 
parents look after the rest of the family.” 

Emmie returned to France at the end of her leave. 
Dance cards in the memorabilia show that in this last pe¬ 
riod abroad she went to various farewell balls. 

“In August 1919 the next document I found was her 
discharge papers on compassionate grounds. She went 
home to Belle Vue Gardens and Mac went home on his 
troopship, sending her cards from wherever they stopped. 

“She never left Shrewsbury and never got married. The 
adventure was over.” 

None of Mac’s letters to Emmie - whom he called 
“Chess” after her surname Chester - survive. However, 
she kept some of his cards. 

One was a Christmas card sent in 1922 saying he was 
coming to “Blighty” the following year and asking to see 
her. 

“My mother said she never replied.” 

Years later, at New Year in 1945, there is 
another card

from Mac, who is by now aged 55 and gives his address as 
14 Riverina Flats, 3 Park Parade, Waverley, New South 
Wales. He reminisces about happy days, including Armi¬ 
stice Day at Rouen in 1918, and the occasion he “kicked 
the French policeman’s pants,” the night she arrived 
from France on leave, “the show, the hansom cab - and 
the bottle of champagne.” He mentions that his son is a 
prisoner of the Japanese and says he is making a trip back 
to Blighty when the war is over. 

“I’d like to say Hello,” he writes. 

“She never replied to that either, my mother told me,” 
said Sue. 

“It may be that she thought it would be too painful to 
recall what she might have done, and what might have 
been.” 

Sue’s impression of Mac is that he was a “real jack 
the lad, a real live wire” but there does not seem to have 
been any parental objection to him, as in a surviving let¬ 
ter from Emmie’s father he urges her to “bring Mr Mac 
to see us next time you come on leave. I have quite taken 
a liking to him...” 

She thinks the obstacle to marriage may have come 
from her brothers. 

“I think it was her brothers who thought ‘we’re going 
to lose Emmie - who’s going to look after us?”’ 

After Emmie’s family died, she and her surviving 
brother Ernie moved from their house in Belle Vue Gar¬ 
dens, which was sold, into one next door bought with 
Sue’s parents, and they shared the household. 

While Sue has unravelled much of the story, which is 
to be featured on BBC Midland Today’s coverage of the 
Great War centenary, there are still gaps she is keen to 
fill.

A RE-dedication service will 
be held in Oswestry after a 
Second World War memori¬ 
al to former pupils from the 
town was refurbished. 

The memorial, situated 
in Bryn Hafod playing 
field, Oswestry, remembers 
the 35 men from Oswestry 
Boys’ High School who gave 
their lives during the Sec¬ 
ond World War. 

The original memorial 
was dedicated in 1951 with 
the help of Percy Thrower 
who oversaw the planting 
of 35 trees, one for each of 
the men, but unfortunately 
alterations to the field re¬ 
sulted in some removed. 

A decision made by 
Oswestry Boys’ High School 
Association to restore the 
memorial has now been 
fulfilled, with thanks to the 
help of local firms, following 
the closure of the school in 
the late 1990s. 

A memorial board linked 
with the stone is now dis¬ 
played in the foyer of the 
town’s guildhall on Bailey 
Head. 

The re-dedication service 
will take place on Thursday, 
August 7, at 3pm. Relatives 
and friends of those named 
on the memorial will be wel¬ 
comed to the service. It is 
also hoped that many of the 
past students and teachers 
will be present.

Anti-fracking camp set 
up near to drilling site

A protest camp has been 
set up on land in north 
Shropshire, close to a site 
earmarked for test drilling 
to look for coal bed meth¬ 
ane. 

Those who took over the 
corner of a field at Dudleston 
stress they are are “protec¬ 
tors” of land and not protest¬ 
ers. 

And they have pledged to occupy 
the site for as long as it takes to 
see the test drilling application 
turned down. 

A planning application has gone 
to Shropshire Council for a test 
drill on the land, owned by farmer, 
Mr Paul Hickson, the first such 
application for the county, and is 
due to go before planners in Sep¬ 
tember. 

The application has caused con¬ 
troversy both within the local 
community and further afield, 
attracting interest from national 
“anti-fracking’”groups - although 
Dart Energy, the company seek¬ 
ing permission, says fracking is 
neither being used to search for or 
extract coal bed methane. 

The camp occupiers are Karen 
Summer, 43, from Montgomery, 
Dean Curtis, 30 from Oswestry 
and a 39-year-old who would only 
identify himself as Yellowbelly, 
who say they were protected by 
legislation brought in in 1977, 
which mean they could only be 
evicted by a court order.

“We are protectors of the land, 
not protesters, and we are not in¬ 
volved in any way with any local 
groups objecting to the planning 
application,” said Yellowbelly, 
who has been to anti-drilling 
camps across Britain. 

Ms Summer said: “We have al¬ 
ready had a lot of support from 
local people, who have been bring¬ 
ing us fresh water and supplies. 


it takes to ensure the drilling does 
not go ahead. 

“Our aim is to have a low visual 
impact, to protect the wildlife and 
to leave this beautiful place ex¬ 
actly as we find it.” 

Mr Hickson , 54, speaking out 
for the first time, said that legal 
contracts made it impossible for 
him to make his views about the 
application known. But he said he

knew the forecast wasn’t good and we do the 
best we can, but getting towards lunch it was 
subsiding and people looked as if they were en¬ 
joying themselves.

‘BIZARRE’ is unquestionably one of 
the words that may be used to de¬ 
scribe the natural world both in terms 
of its characters and especially the 
names of those characters. Some like 
‘jellyfish’ are mistaken yet admittedly 
just about descriptive. Others refer to 
the animal’s habits, for example, the 
woodpecker. 

Some get muddled a little when transcend¬ 
ing international borders. An elk in North 
America is very similar to our red deer and 
yet both here and in mainland Europe, an elk 
officially is a European moose, but a North 
American moose is similar to our European 
variety, yet of course completely different to 
their elk.. .and don’t get me started on a wap¬ 
iti. 

And not-too-reassuringly, there are those crea¬ 
tures who have the misfortune to have a name 
that is completely and utterly wrong. One of my 
favourite Salopian creatures falls directly into this 
category; the slow worm. 

Fragile 

To compound this, the slow worm also looks like 
something it is not. The Latin name doesn’t really 
help much although is slightly better; anguis fragi- 
lis, a fragile blind worm; at least they got the fragile 
bit right. 

No, the slow worm is neither a worm nor is it 
slow. As many of you will know, the slow worm is 
legless lizard. 

Again, popping across ‘the pond’, the Americans 
have similar species called ‘glass lizards’ which is a 
much better description. 

Their scales are so smooth and shiny that they 
do look like polished glass and if you don’t handle 
them with enough care and respect, they can shed 
their tails, which will break off in your hand, as if 
‘shattered’ from the body. 

Due to its legless-ness the slow worm can some-

times be mistaken for a snake, although a quick 
study will reveal this is most definitely not the case. 
A snake cannot blink as it does not have moveable 
eyelids. A slow worm has a beautiful eye which, 
like our own, must be kept moist by the occasional 
blink. A snake also has a forked tongue and again, 
a cursory glance at a slow worm will be rewarded 
sooner or later with a cheeky little poking out 
of the tongue, which is clearly notched and not 
forked. And lastly, snakes are unable to willingly 
shed their tails. 

It is not entirely wrong to disassociate slow 
worms from snakes however. 

Both groups of reptiles have evolved to cope best 
without limbs. Both live largely on the ground and 
negotiating one’s way through leaves and thickly 
tussocked grass stems requires a legless body. 

Both are also cold blooded and require the 
warmth of the sun to heat up their bodies. And like 
some snakes, slow worms give birth to live young, 
tiny shoelaces of bronze and a real treat for any 
naturalist. 

August is a good time to see slow worms in 
Shropshire for obvious reasons and I’ve spotted 
a few at the Shropshire Wildlife Trust’s Llany- 
mynech Rocks (actually the reserve straddles the 
border and is part managed by Montgomeryshire’s 
Trust too, but slow worms don’t differentiate). 

Come late-summer they become very difficult to 
find, so if you want to find a true misnomer of the 
animal world and don’t fancy messing around with 
moose and elk, why not try the slow worm?

People power 
forces firm to 
put back work 

PEOPLE power has won the day and forced electricity 
bosses to delay works on a holiday route. 

After fears were raised by local businesses that closing a 
road between Bishop’s Castle and the Welsh border would 
hit tourism hard, work has been put back until the end of 
the holiday season. 

Work has already started on the B4835, a key road into 
Bishop’s Castle that links the town with Montgomery - but 
in a last minute change of plan, Western Power Distribu¬ 
tion has delayed six weeks of road closing work, which was 
due to continue from now until the end of august. 

Locals feared the closure would have a detrimental effect 
on businesses, including a nearby bed and breakfast and a 
caravan park. 

Charlotte Barnes, a town councillor who raised concerns 
with the power company, said: “Originally Western Power 
wanted to close the B4385 from Montgomery, just north 
of town, for six weeks during July and August to improve 
the power grid. 

“This would have had a major impact on holiday traffic 
into the town and especially on the businesses situated on 
that road including Foxholes Caravan Park and the Magno¬ 
lia B&B. Fortunately pressure from traders backed by my¬ 
self has persuaded Western Power to put the works back. 

“This will be much better both for local businesses and 
residents at a key time of the year for our local economy.” 

Karen Bavastock, Mayor of Bishop’s Castle, said the rea¬ 
son works had been scheduled for the summer was to avoid 
disrupting school buses. 

“There’s never going to be a good time to do it, but we’re 
very pleased that the people doing it came to Bishop’s Cas¬ 
tle Town Council and did take on board the concerns of 
businesses,” she said. “Western Power are working with 
the community to make sure it is as easy and non-disrup- 
tive as it could be.” 

The works are now due to start on September 1. 

Stella Hayward, speaking for Western Power, said: “The 
works are part of a £1.4 million investment that we are 
doing in the area to boost supplies. 

“One particular element of the works was due to be car¬ 
ried out over the summer months. We have now moved 
that back until after the holidays to minimise disruption.”

But they rattled the Eng¬ 
lish in a performance which 
left Gwilt both surprised to 
get on top but frustrated not 
to clinch victory. 

He said: “We were think¬ 
ing in the third if we got a 
few more points we could 
do them, but as soon as that 
thought came into my head 
the focus went. 

Rattled 

“Then you start shaking, 
you get a bit nervous, and 
you lose a few points.” 

Font, asked if they had 
rattled the English, said: 
“Yes, big time. 

“I don’t think they were 
expecting us to come at 
them as we did. 

“We thought we were 
going to get spanked - they 
are the top seeds - and we 
thought we had them at 14- 
12 .” 

n Ellesmere Titans ace 
Chris Walker-Hebborn 
helped power England’s 
men to gold in a stunning 
Commonwealth Games fi¬ 
nale in the pool.

THE NEW SAINTS have bolstered their 
squad ahead of the new Welsh Premier 
season by signing former Wrexham 
winger Adrian Cieslewicz. 

The 23-year-old, who also played for fellow Con¬ 
ference side Kidderminster last season, has been 
snapped up by the defending Welsh champions subject 
to him gaining international clearance. 

Cieslewicz, who began his career at Manchester City, 
was available to play for his new employers in Wednesday’s 
pre-season friendly at home to Championship side Birming¬ 
ham City (7.45pm). 

The Polish born wide-man, who is known for his pace, 
has only recently become a free agent after leaving Faroe Is¬ 
lands outfit B36 Torshavn and he will wear the No 21 shirt 
for The New Saints. 

He arrives having spent the last five seasons in the top 
tier of the English non-league game, and he twice came 
close to promotion to League Two with Wrexham. 

Cieslewicz scored eight times in 50 appearances as the 
Dragons made the play-offs in 2011/12 only to go out in the 
semi-finals to Luton Town 3-2 on aggregate. 

Opportunity 

He then netted six in 41 games the following season as 
they went one better only to fall in the final with a 2-0 de¬ 
feat against fellow Welsh side Newport County at Wembley. 

He only found the net twice in 34 appearances last season, 
both for Wrexham before joining Kidderminster in January. 

TNS will be targetting a fourth consecutive league title 
having beaten Airbus UK Broughton to the trophy in the 
last campaign and the new Welsh Premier League season 
starts on August 22 at home to Bangor City. 

■ The New Saints have been installed as 10/11 favourites 
by Welsh Premier sponsors Corbett Sports to lift a fourth 
successive title in 2015. 

And boss Craig Harrison believes his players can again 
handle the pressure of being the side everyone wants to 
beat. 

The full-timers stormed to the league title with time to 
spare last season, leading the way by 14 points.
